7. U.S. Patent No. 5,701,831 contains at least one error in that original patent 
claim 1 is directed to a headgear holder including a main frame member, a pressing member 
and two fastening devices and does not cover Applicants' invention directed to a headgear 
holder support apparatus, which includes a base, a supporting member and a frame as now 
recited in claim 23 . 

8. All errors being corrected in this reissue application up to the time of filing 
this declaration arose without any deceptive intention on our part.
